—  Iiiv'ew  I'f  the  minute  provisions  of  the  elec- 
toral law  in  Chili  to  guard  against  fraud  and  intim- 
idation, there  ceitaiiily  oughi  to  be  no  controversy 
over  resulis.  The  law  provides  that  an  election 
iKKtrd  shall  be  at  the  voiing  place  ai  9  a.  m.,  shall 
consist  of  not  lews  ihnn  three  memher.'!,  and  shall 
sit  for  nine  consecutive  hours.  The  names  of 
registered  voters  are  called  alphabetically,  the 
voter  first  signs  his  name  in  a  special  book  and 
the  signature  is  compared  with  the  registry,  he 
then  receives  an  envelope,  il  the  signature  is"  cor- 
rect, which  is  signed  by  the  president  and  secre- 
tary of  the  board,  goes  into  a  box  wheie  regulation 
tickets  are  deposited,  places  the  vote  in  the  en- 
velope and  seals  il,  and  then  returns  to  deposit  it 
in  ibe  ballot  box.  No  one  is  allowed  in  the  room 
but  the  voters  and  the  representatives  of  Ihe  candi. 
dales,  Tile  list  is  called  over  and  over  again  to 
give  late  comers  the  opportunity  of  voting.  In 
counting  all  unsigned  envelopes  are  rejected.  If 
two  tickets  are  found  exactly  alike,  one  is  counted 
and  the  other  thrown  away.  If  iwo  or  more  dis- 
similar lickets  are  enclosed,  all  are  rejected.  And 
yei  all  Chili  is  echoing  lo  charges  ot  fraud  iu  the 
last  elections. 

—On  the  13th  instant  there  put  in  here  the 
4-masted  British  ship  Lathom  proceeding  from 
Swansea  to  San  Francisco,  for  the  purpose  of 
obtaining  water  and  also  of  landing  the  crew  (30 
in  numliet)  ol  the  4.-inasted  steel  bark  Gojoanbank, 
which  was  lost  oft  Cape  Horn.

The  natural  products  are  rice,  cocoa, 
coOee,  mandioca,  aromatic  and  edible  beans, 
Brazil-nuts,  maize,  tobacco,  honey,  woods, 
sarsaparilla,  and  vegetable  ivory  ;  while  from 
the  vogeiatinn  are  extracted  indiarubber, 
oils  and  pilcliv 

Cattle  is  raiVd  in  considerable  quanlily, 
as  well  as  pitts  and  horses,  sheep  and 
iinnliry,  The  eAiensive  pasture  lands  should 
encourage  the  (fevelopment  of  cattle  breed- 
inn-.  The  supAly  of  meat  to  the  capital 
and  other  markek  is  very  inadequate,  and 
prices  astonishingly  high.  Fish  is  abundant, 
;ind  isinglass,  aswell  as  deer  and  catile 
hides,  forms  part  ohhe  exporis. 

The  tolal  vaUie\of  the  products  of  ihe 
state  may  be  estimated  at  more  than 
80.000,000  milreis  (^bout  3,400,000/.), 

Indiarubber  represents  two-thirds  of  die 
total  value  of  the  ex\;orted  produciions  of 
the  state.  During  1894-95  the  quantity  of 
Para  rubber  exported  w^s  8,209,385  kilos., 
the  declared  value  being  Z7^-\i7^?in%^''lS 
reis  (excliange  loc/.  eqivils  1,560,300/.). 
Shipmenis  are,  however,  made  on  such  a 
.system  that  it  is  somewliat  difiicult  to 
ascertain  quite  distinctly  Vhat  part  of  the 
rubber  exported  is  absoiu[el\(  of  Pard  origin 
and  how  much  comes  from  tW  neighbour- 
ing states  and  republics,  A  \nore  reliable 
compulation  of  the  quantity  eVpoi'tcd  is  ar- 
rived" at  by  amalgamating  tlie  rmirns  ol  the 
entire  rubber  district.  In  this  way  it  is 
lound  that  in  1895  the  total  quantity  ex- 
ported was  20,769,581  kilos.,  W  which 
9,518,171  kilos.,  was  shipped  toVEurope, 
and  i'i,25i,4iokilos.,  to  tlie  Unite\l  States. 
The  stock  in  first  hands  and  in  the\posses- 
sion  of  the  exporters  on  December  31^1895, 
was  687,000  kilos. 

Tbe  natural  conditions  of  Parfl  are\iiost 
favourable  to  tbe  production  of  cocoa\    It 
can  be   cultivated  in   all  parts  of   the  st\!< 
but  it  is  especially  abundant  on  the  bai 
of  the  rivers  Amazon  and   Tocantins, 
cultivation    presents    no    difficulties,   but 
requires  to  be  carefully  tended.     The  plant\ 
begins  to  yield  3  years  after  plantation,  and 
continues  to  bear  fruit  for  50  to  60  years, 


(luveiiimeiu  has  reduced  the  exp( 
iVom  10  III  4  per  cent.,  conceding  al 
able  premiums  to  the  new  planh-r. 
lands  griinhd  to  colonist-;  in  difl'Mciu  parts 
of  tlie  ^tali- are  all  suitable  for  ihe  i-ultiva- 
tion  and  [ireparaiion  of  this  valuable  pro- 
duction, wliieii  oilers  a  most  remunciative 
return  on  ll^c  ca;iiial  and  labour  empKiyed. 
As  already  lemaiked,  the  plant  appears  ;o 
require  considerable  care  and  aiirniion, 
being  sensitive  to  die  inHuences  of  temper- 
ature, and  tlie  harvests  are  much  aifected 
by  the  great  river  Hoods.  The  reduction  in 
the  rale  of  export  duly  has  siimulaled  its 
cultivation,  but  there  is  an  insudiciency  of 
labour.  'I'he  trade  couhi  be  greatly  incre- 
asetl  by  iin|)rovenient  of  the  plantations 
already  in  existence,  and  probably  fresh 
planting  widi  Venezuela  and  Trinidad  seed, 
in  dry  land  iirojierl)'  prepared,  in  places 
which  are  ii'U  exjiosed  lo  tbe  disastrous 
Hoods,  would  give  successful  results. 

Brazil-imis  arc  exceedingly  abundant  in 
the  forests  of  Par;l  and  Amazonas,  where 
all  who  like  may  go  and  gather  ihein.  In 
the  interior  of  the  woods  are  nut  districts, 
lo  which  no  one  has  yet  penetrated,  the 
harve.-^lR  being  derived  almost  enlirelv  from 
trees  met  with  on  the  banks  of  the  rivers. 
Foinierly  the  mils  were  exported  in  the 
pud,  each  containing  eight  to  ten,  but  now 
ihey  are  shipped  lunse.

essential  elements,  however,    are  wanting — 

hitiour  and  capital. 

The  ease  wilh  which  rubber  is  obtained 
and  disposed  of  secures  for  it  an  almo.st  ex- 
clusive interest  and  attention,  to  the  sacri- 
fice of  other  articles  which  require  greater 
care,  and  in  connection  wilh  which  the  re- 
sults are  less  certain.  This  has  caused  neg- 
lect of  many  valuable  productions,  formerly 
raised  in  quaniities  sulTlcient  not  only  for 
the  consumption  of  the  state,  but  l-eaving  a 
a  certain  margin  for  export. 

The  quanlily  of  cotton  exporletl  aniUKdly, 
from  183610  1852,  averaged  76,870  kiios., 
against  39,180  kilos,  from  1853  lo  1S62, 

Para  now  imports  all  the  rice  consumed 
in  the  stale.  ]''urmerly  suflicient  was  mised 
for  the  supply  of  both  Para  and  Amazonas, 
and  also  to  admit  of"  considerable  quantities 
being  exported.  From  1S36  to  1853  tbe 
shipments  averaged  annually  2,532,430 
kilos. ,  and  from  1853  to  1S60.  2,130,990 
kilos.  Abundant  crops  can  be  obtained 
from  the  flat  grounds  along  the  river  banks, 
but  that  cultivated  in  the  fields  skirling 
ihe  Braganfa  ancl  Acard  railway  is  superior 
in  quality  to  any  other. 

The  cultivatidn  of  sugar-cane  in  V,wi.  is 
very  lucrative  and  promising.  The  soil  is 
so  eminently  adapted  to  its  growth  that 
when  once  properly  planted  i:  can  be  cut 
uninterruptedly  for  30  years  without  show- 
ing any  appreciable  deterioration  in  sac- 
charine properties.  A  considerable  quan- 
tity of  coarse  sugar  used  to  be  exported. 
The  annua!  average  horn  1836  to  1852  was 
206,298  kilos,,  and  from  1853  to  1S62, 
157,545  kilos.  It  has  been  calculated  that 
two  industrious  men  can  cultivate  2  hec- 
tares (4  acres  3  roods  30  perches)  ot  sugar- 
cane, wdiich,  after  15  months,  will  yield 
,200,000  kilos,  of  sugar. 
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Tobacco  is  cultivated  to  some  extent  all 
over  the  suie,  but  the  greater  quantity  is 
cbtained  from  the  district-s  of  S.  Mij.'uel 
(io  Guamil,  Ourem.  Iriuiiii,  Acard,  and  Ilra- 
i;.nii;a,  in  ihe  E.  N.  K.  corner  of  ilie  si^te. 
The  crop,  however,  docs  not  sufifice  for  the 
mlernal  consumption  of  l'ar;i  and  Amazo- 
nas,  and  very  little  is  exported,  noiwiih- 
stiinding  its  recognised  superior  quidiiy. 

Mandioca  flour  is  the  principal  aliment 
f>f  tlie  entire  population.  No  precise  daia 
are  available  as  to  the  exicnt  a(  its  produc- 
tion, but  it  was  couiputed  lU  22,000,000 
kilos,  for  the  year  iSy4.  'i'lit^  stale  of  Am^- 
lonas  is  entirely  supplied  fnini  r,ui.  Its 
price  varies  greatly  according  to  seasons 
and  qualities,  It  sometimes  reaches  18 
milreis  (about  is,s.)  jDcr  (thjncire  (28  litres), 
but  it  generally  rules  fioni  .S  to  1 1  milreis 
(6s.  Sd.  to  gs.  2ti.)  for  that  measure. 

Notwithstanding  llie  advantages  afforded 
by  ihe  fertility  n(  the  soil  for  the  cultivation 
o(  sugar-cane,  the  production  of  rum  is  not 
sufficient  even  for  the  requiremenis  of  the 
st.ite,  large  quantities  being  received  from 
I\Iaranhao  and  Pernambuco.  The  latter 
market  imported  into  lielein  from  July, 
iSyj,  to  June,  1894,   i, 499. 33^'  \hxt&.

The  comparison  of  such  statistical  and 
commercial  returns  as  are  obtainable  de- 
monstrates beyond  possibiliij'  of  doubt  that 
since  the  jiroclamation  of  the  repubbcan 
conslltution  in  November,  i88y,  conferring 
on  the  states  a  degiee  of  liberty  in  the  con- 
trol of  their  respective  inicrnal  aflfairs  ani- 
onnling  almost  to  autonomv,  Para  has 
di^veloped  lier  resourcL-s  and  achieved  a 
niriisurc  of  progress,  tmm  wiiicli  she  was 
debarred  during  liie  niunarcliical  regime, 
with  its  government  centralised  in  Rio  de 
Ituit-iro. 

Tile  revenue  estimates  lt>r  the  last  few 
years  liave  invariably  been  exceeded  : 


emission  of  bonds  to  provide  for  the  disap- 
propriation of  tliC  GrSo  Pard  waterworks, 
thus  taken  over  by  the  government. 

It  might  be  thought  that  the  increase  of 
revenue  is  altribulable  to  high  rates  of  taxa- 
tion, but  this  is  not  the  case,  many  commo- 
dities being  now  taxed  on  a  reduced  basis, 
as  is  seen  fiom  the  following  table  of  taxes 
levied  in  tlie  years  1S91  and  1895  respec-

No  tax  is  imposed  on  merchandise  pas- 
sing through  the  stale  in  transit  from  other 
states  in  the  adjacent  republics. 

The  improvement  in  revenue  is  entirely 
due  to  the  rise  in  the  price  of  rubber,  and 
to  ihe  increase  in  the  production. 

Strenuous  efforts  are  being  made  to  at- 
tract immigration  to  Pard,  which  is  in  a 
great  need  of  labour  to  secure  even  a  por- 
tion of  that  development  which  the  extreme 
fertility  of  the  soil  and  other  natural  advan- 
tages admit  of.  A  stale  law  passed  in  1894 
authorises  amongst  other  favours  the  gra- 
tuitous concession  to  colonists  of  an  allot- 
ment of  25  heclares  (61  acres  2  roods  35 
perche-i)  oi  fertile  land  in  any  one  of  the 
colonial  districts  which  they  may  select. 
The  allotment  to  comprise  a  portion  of 
land  cleared  lor  beginning  planting  and 
erecting  a  iiouse.  The  protection  of  the 
stale  is  guaranteed  to  the  immigrants  for 
the  space  of  2  years,  and  likewise  to  the 
widows  and  children  of  any  of  them  who 
may  die  during  tliat  period. 

It  is  to  be  noted  that,  in  order  to  secure 
the  state  assistance  provided  by  Article  2 
ol  the  law  referred  to,  the  immigrant  on  his 
arrival  must  make  a  declaration  that  he 
wi.shes  to  settle  in  the  state,  and  that  he 
will  not  withdraw  from  it  for  three  years 
unless  obliged  to  do  so  by  circumstances 
admitted  by  the  government  lobe  of  "force 
majeure." 

On  August  15  and  September  15  con- 
tracts were  concluded  for  the  introduction 
of  35,000  immigrants  from  Europe  and  the 
West  Indies,  and  3,000  from  Japan.  At 
Outeiro,  a  few  miles  from  the  capital,  a 
building  healthily  situated,  and  possessing 
the  necessary  hygienic  requirements,  was, 
in  1895,  put  in  preparation  for  the  recep- 
tion ol  immigrants,  of  whom  a  batch  has 
already  arrived.  Works  are  still  in  pro- 
gress, and  when  completed  the  establish- 
ment will  be  in  the  best  possible  condition 
for  its  purpose.  The  prepariiory  labours 
essential  for  the  instalment  cf  agricultural 
colonists  in  the  districts  of  I\[onte  Alegre, 
Marapanun,  and  PIria  are  also  being  pro 
ceeded  with.  Notwithstanding  all  these 
attractions,  however,  it  would  appear  that 
but  little  success  has  been  icbieved,  in  con- 
sequence of  the  universal  reputation  of 
Para  as  an  unhealthy  and  pestilential 
country. 

The  Italian  governme:it  havinsi:  prohibit- 
ed emigration  to  the  north  of  Brazil,  a  re- 
presentation was  made  to  them  with  a 
view  10  the  removal  of  this  injunction.  Tlie 
reply  was  to  tlie  effect  thai  Para  Is  con- 
sidered unsuitable  and  unprepared  (or 
Italian  immigration,  but  it  may  be  tried 
cautiously,  on  a  sirall  scale,  If  the  agents 
in  Brazil  of  the  Italian  government  report 
favourably  on  the  districts  in  preparation 
lor  colonisation. 

Ills  doubtful  whether  ihe  unfavourable 
opinion  which  obtains  respecting  the  distres- 
sing climate  and  unhealthy  conditions  of 
Para  is  well  founded;  at  ail  events,  as  re- 
gards by  far  the  greater  part  of  the  slate. 
It  would  appear  that  on  the  high  ground 
the  climate  is  temperate,  although  hot  and 
damp  on  tl:e  lowland.s  and  in  die  vicinity 
of  tlie  gr;at  bodies  of  water.  The  tem- 
perature .s  very  equable,  and  probably  no- 
where aid  at  no  lime  exceeds  90°  Fahr. 
The  he:t  is  greatly  attenuated  by  the  rains, 
and  the  nights  are  said  10  be  delightfully 
cool.  Several  travellers  of  celebrity  h.ive 
repor'ed  favourably  on  the  climaie  of  the 
.\ma^on  valley. 

S'atistics  prove  incontesiably,  as  already 
remarked,  ihu  since  the  decentralisation  of 
\\\:  government  of  the  country  from  Rio  de 
Jmeiro  in  November,  1SS9,  the  condition 
of  Para,  comtnercially,  financially,  and 
socially,  have  vastly  improved.

SPANISH  OPERATIONS  IN  CUBA. 

Under  a  special  authorization  from  Cap- 
tain General  Weyler,  writes  tlie  Cill>an  cor- 
respondent of  The  Times,  I  have  just  visiteil 
and  carcrully  examined  the  Spanish  m- 
trenclied  line  running  across  the  island  ftom 
the  lown  of  Mariel  to  Majana. 

The  southern  section  extends  from  Arle- 
misa,  the  headquattevs.  which  is  connected 
by  the  Weslern  railway  with  Havana,  to 
Majana,  on  the  south  coast.  The  defenses 
consist  of  a  continuous  line  ol  small  block- 
houses, about  120  yards  apavt,  connected 
by  tille  pits  and  trenches,  and  protected  in 
Irout  by  barbed  wire  fencing  and  at  in- 
lervals  by  wire  entanglements.  The  block- 
houses are  made,  some  of  loose  slone  piled 
up  with  earth  on  the  outside  faces,  others 
of  two-inch  wooden  planking;  ihe  rear  ol 
the  line  is  defended  by  breastworks  of  loose 
stone  and  earth,  with  occasional  block- 
houses as  rallying  poinls  and  to  give  shelter 
to  the  troops. 

The  total  distance  from  Artemisa  to  Ma- 
jana is  about  four  miles.  At  the  southern- 
most point,  as  it  approaches  Ihe  sea,  the 
line  splits  into  three,  and  runs  so  for  half  a 
mile,  the  object  being  to  avoid  any  chance 
of  surprise.  At  four  poinls  of  the  line  are 
camps,  with  strong  garrisons,  acting  as  sup- 
ports to  Ihe  men  in  the  trenches  and  block- 
houses, and,  in  addition,  lield  artillery  is 
posted  at  intervals. 

The  central  section  of  the  line  extends 
northward  from  Artemisa  to  Guanajay,  a 
distance  of  twelve  miles.  Here  the  defen- 
ses consist  of  loose  stone  breastworks,  rifle 
pits  in  rear,  and  barbed-wire  fencing  and 
wire  entanglements  in  from.  At  intervals 
arc  blockhouses  and  artillery  and  machine 
guns,  the  encampments  for  the  support 
being  from  a  mile  10  a  mile  and  a  hall 
apart.  The  rear  of  this  central  section  is 
protected  by  breaslworks  of  loose  stone, 
eaith,  and  palm  logs.  From  JVIajana  to 
Guanajay  the  ground  is  level  and  fairly 
open,  offering  a  clear  field  of  fire.  In  the 
vicinity  of  Majana  the  very  low-lying  land 
is  ol  a  swampy  nature,  and  will  be  almost 
impassable  in  the  wet  season. 

The  norlliern  seclion  extends  from  Gua- 
najay to  Mariel.  This  is  six  miles  long, 
and  runs  through  broken  country  of  such  a 
nature  as  to  prevent  the  construction  of  a 
continuous  line  of  Irenchcs  and  block- 
houses. All  the  commanding  heights  have 
been  fortified,  and  the  main  road  is  occupied 
by  infantry  pickets,  while  trenches  and 
breastworks  have  been  constructed  at  all 
points  on  the  road  where  attack  is  tliought 
likely.  At  various  intervals  are  stationed 
supports,  >nd  strong  bodies  of  troops  are 
billeted  in'l  Guanajay  and  Mariel.  In  all. 
the  divisioii  holding  this  hne  of  twenty-two 
miles  numhers  20,000  men  ol  all  arms. 
Most  of  the  work  has  been  done  by  the 
soldiers,  and  fatigue  parlies  were  at  work 
from  Mariel  to  Majana  at  the  time  of  my 
visit.  , 

I  had  an  opporlunity  of  inspecting  the 
rations,  and  found  them  of  excellent  qual- 
ity, the  men  receiving  their  daily  allowance 
of  fresh  meat  and  bread,  rice,  beans,  salt, 
coffee,  and  double  rations  of  rum.  There 
was  very  little  sickness,  and  both  officers 
and  men  seemed  cheery  and  satisfied,  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  they  stand  10  their 
arms  every  nighl,  resting  only  in  the  day- 
time. How  matters  will  be  when  the  rains 
set  in  I  cannol  say,  but  a  large  amount  of 
sickness  must  necessarily  occur,  while  in 
the  low-lying  parts  ol  the  line  near  Mariel 
and  Majana  the  mortality  will  surely  be 

great . 

The  inlrenched  line  is  undoubtedly  of 
great  strength,  and  the  Spanish  officers  feel 
confident  that  the  rebels  under  Maceo  will 
not  be  able  to  force  a  passage.  Without 
the  aid  of  artillery  it  will  unquestionably  be 
a  difficult  undertaking  for  the  insurgenls, 
but  certain  weak  poinls  exist,  especially  in 
the  central  and  northern  sections,  and  here 
the  attack  will  probably  be  made.  Then, 
again,  the  rebels  have  no  lines  of  commu- 
nication to  keep  open,  and  have  merely 
themselves  and  their  horses  to  pass.  On  a 
dark  and  wet  night  a  successful  dash  may 
be  made,  but  any  such  attempt  must  entail 
heavy  losses  and  severe  lighting.  If  the  at- 
lerapl  is  successful,  it  will  be  the  most  se- 
vere blow  the  Spanish  arms  have  yet  receiv- 
ed in  Cuba.  , 

The  Cubans  say  that  Maceo  and  his  men 
will  not  attempt  to  cross  the  trenches,  but 
have  planned  to  remain  in  the  province  of 
Pinar  del  Rio,  trusting, to  the  climate  to 
play  havoc  with  the  Spaniards.  On  the 
other  hand,  some  15,000  troops,  under 
Gens.  Inclan,  Bernal,  and  other  comman- 


ders, have  been  recently  dispatched  into 
Pinar  del  Rio  with  orders  to  attack  the 
rebels  at  .ill  available  points  and  force 
Ihem  to  iUtempt  to  pass  the  inlrencheJ 
line. 

An  incident  serves  to  show  how  close  tlie 
insurgenls  venture  to  the  Spanish  lines.  I 
paid  a  visit  10  a  very  senior  officer  one 
evening  in  Artemisa  and  found  him  sitting 
in  compute  darkness.  He  explained  that 
only  a  lew  nights  previously  he  was  seated 
reading  wlien  three  bullets  Hew  past  his 
lieail.  Since  then  he  had  deemed  it  wiser 
not  to  make  himsell  so  prominent  a  target 
for  rebel  lifles,  and  now  only  lighted  his 
lamps  wlioii  his  windows  were  closed  and 
sluittcied.  Kvery  night  shots  arc  fired  at 
some  poit.on  of  the  line,  and  only  a  few 
days  aso  llie  chief  cif  tiie  slalV  was  shot  at 
while  liJing  down  the  road  from  Artemis.i 
to  M.ij.ma,  the  ball  raissiiiB  this  oflicers 
head  by  a  few  inches. 

l'"rom  the  eastern  provinces  come  the 
usual  reports  ol  skirmishes  between  the 
troops  and  rebels,  while  destruction  ot 
property  goes  on  apace.  It  is  the  same 
story  as  liom  the  lirst  commencement  of 
Ihe  rebelliun,  and  no  daylight  is  yet  ahead. 
I  held  iniiny  long  conversations  with  several 
senior  officers  011  the  subject  of  the  present 
troubles,  and  not  one  of  these  understood 
the  damage  done  to  Spanish  prestige 
through  the  fact  that  the  authorities  are  no 
longer  able  to  afford  protection  to  life  and 
property.  Within  sight  of  the  Spanish 
inlrenchmcnts  the  work  of  destruction  by 
the  rebels  continues  unchecked.  The  smoke 
from  the  burning  canelields  and  plantation 
buildings  is  seen  eveiy  day  within  a  few 
miles  of  Havana. 

That  Spain  has  lost  control  of  the  country 
districts  is  patent  to  any  unprejudiced  pet- 
son  •  ihat  she  is  acting  on  the  defensive  is 
clearly  shown  by  the  expenditure  of  enorm- 
ous sums  of  money  in  the  construction  of 
the  line  of  intrenchmenls  and  fortifications 
across  the  island.  The  object  ol  this  is  of- 
ficially stated  to  be  to  prevent  the  reunion 
of  the  rebel  forces  under  Maceo  with  those 
under  Gomez  and  other  leaders ;  the  real 
reason  is  to  defend  the  province  of  Havana 
from  invasion  by  Maceo.  I  do  not  wish  in 
any  way  10  disparage  the  work  done  in 
making  such  defensive  preparations,  but 
Ibe  fact  ihat  Spain  is  forced  to  defend  her- 
sell  by  such  means  is  a  sign  of  weakness  too 
signihcant  lo  be  ignored. 

It  is  useless  to  lay  the  blame  for  the 
present  unfoitunale  situation  in  Cuba  on 
those  who  were  in  a  position  ofauthuriiy 
when  the  revolutionary  movement  first 
broke  out.  There  is  a  strong  disposition 
among  the  Spaniards  to  do  so.  No  doubt 
many  mistalKs  were  made  in  the  conduct 
ol  afifairs  dnring  tile  past  year,  and  in  con- 
sequence of  such  mistakes  Spain  is  now 
called  upon  to  face  a  far  more  serious  prob- 
lem than  would  otherwise  be  the  case. 

The  present  (May  9)  position  of  th-. 
military  operations  is  this.  The  Spaniards, 
to  the  number  of  50,000,  are  holding  the 
intrenched  Hue  across  the  island  from  Ma- 
riel to  Majana,  guarding  the  lines  ol  com- 
munication Irom  Havana  to  this  line, 
operating  in  flying  columns  to  the  imme- 
diate east  of  the  line,  and  in  strong  columns 
and  detachments  in  the  province  o[  Pinar 
del  Rjo.  This  force  of  50,000  men  is  held 
in  its  present  position  by  the  presence  of 
.Vntonio  Maceo  and  some  11,000  rebels 
scattered  over  the  mountain  ranges  in  the 
north  of  Pinar  del  Rio  and  in  small  groups 
in  other  sections  of  the  province.  The 
remainder  of  the  Spanish  array  is  employed 
in  garrisoning  the  principal  towns  and  for- 
tified places,  guarding  lines  of  communica- 
tion, such  as  railways  and  roads,  and  in 
columns  marched  through  the  country 
with  the  object  of  keeping  the  rebels  or 
the  move. 

The  insurgents  in  the  central  distticts  of 
the  island  are  now.  concentrating  in  large 
numbers  under  Ihe  leadership  of  Maximo 
Gomez,  Calixto  Garcia,  Collazo,  and  other 
well-known  leaders.  These  concentrated 
rebel  forces  are  slowly  moving  westward 
toward  the  province  of  Matanzas.  In  the 
eastern  province  of  Santiago,  the  rebels, 
under  Jose  Maceo,  continue  in  possession 
of  the  greater  part  of  the  country,  Bands 
of  rebels  all  over  the  country  continue  their 
work  of  destrucuon,  burning  canefields  and 
houses,  and  destroying  every  class  of  prop- 
erty, and  in  every  possible  way  hastening 
on  the  ruin  of  Cuba. 

The  true  reason  of  the  success  hitherto 
attending  the  operations  of  the  rebel  leaders 
lies  in  the  faulty  knowledge  of  military 
tactics  on  the  pari  of  the  Spanish  generals-

Now  tiiL-  duly  ofihi;  Spanish  commander 
in  chief  is  cbmtly  to  foicc  ilie  rebels  inio 
such  |i(isi[ionsas  lo  amiiicl  a  1,'ciieral  aciion. 
Ill  nu  cast;  has  this  been  dune.  Nur  is 
ihiire  liiL-  sh|;hi<:sl  uxciisc-  fur  ibis  laiUirc  on 
tiic  part  of  die  Spanish  jicneralslnp.  Taki', 
for  iiiMance,  ilic  divi>iuii  ol  ilie  rebel  army 
under  MacL-u,  in  i'iiiar  del  Kirj.  'J'be  pru- 
vincc  IS  d  Miiiill  <)[ic,  sunie  200  miles  in 
lenftih  and  51,  iriilcs  in  wichh  at  ihe  widest 
part.  'I'tie  Siiaiii^ili  inirentdinients  comp- 
letely cut  It  u\i  fruin  the  icmaindcr  of  the 
island,  (leii.  WVyler  has  an  available  force 
of  (io,uo)  men  iiuhe  provinces  of  Pinar 
del  Uiu,  Havana,  am!  Maiaiuus  ;  for  ihis 
larpe  force  there  are  nnliniited  supplies  of 
all  lands.  Maceo  has  only  some  ii,ooq 
men,  scaniv  amniiniitiun,  and  inferior  arm- 
ament. Vol  the  .S[)anisli  commander  has 
not  been  able  lo  drive  the  rcbds  into  such 
ii  position  lh,u  ihey  must  either  light  or 
surrender. 

Columns  arc  sent  out  and  march  about 
the  counity,  now  nnd  ilieu  having  a 
skirnnsh  with  tlie  enemy;  l)ut  never  has 
any  properly  concerted  movement  been  ai- 
lempied.  L'nder  existing  arrangements, 
fien.  Weyler  employs  175,000  men  to  guard 
towns,  ndlitary  posts,  and  iiiiicnchments, 
and  protect  lines  oi  communication. 
These  lines  ol  communication  are  now 
con-ilanlly  being  interrupted,  and  lo 
luiike  them  absolutely  secure  Spain  needs 
anotiier  50,000  men  if  the  present  system 
of  distribmiun  is  adhered  lo. 

But  the  present  system  most  decidedlv 
should  be  discarded,  and  a  knowledge  uf 
modern  tactics  and  strategy  very  soon 
would  show  thai  much  greater  results  coiilil 
he  achieved  and  very  many  lower  men  em- 
ployed. To  sit  down  and  wait  fur  an 
enemy  to  attack  when  you  are  numerically 
:-itrunger  in  a  ratio  of  5  Lo  1  is  obviously 
weak  policy;  it  is  much  more  than  weak 
when  that  enemy  is  destroying  the  whole 
country  and  your  inaction  allows  the  des- 
tiuclion  to  Lake  ])Iace. 

To  devote  all  energy  to  purely  defensive 
measures,  such  as  the  intreiichments  from 
.Mariel  to  .^bijana,  at  a  time  when  the 
country  is  being  hiid  waste,  is  little  short  of 
madness:  lo  allow  the  destruction  to  con- 
tinue alter  all  such  defensive  measures  are 
completed  and  make  no  determined  elTort 
to  deleai  Llie  enemy  may  almost  be  classified 
as  absolute  failure  to  understand  and  cope 
with  the  situation. 

Remember  that  Spain  has  in  the  field 
175,000  men  and  nnlimited  supplies  of  all 
kinds;  the  rebels  have  some  40,000  light- 
ing men,  badly  ;umed  and  scantily  muni- 
lionod.  Tlieie  is  (miy  one  ■explanation  of 
ilie  present  Mate  of  alTairs.  Uliinder  after 
iilunder  has  been  made  from  a  miliiary 
point  of  vitMv  since  this  rebellion  lirst 
bnike  out,  and  ihese  same  blunders  are 
being  repeated  to-day  at  every  turn.  There 
is  no  mine  any  plan  of  campaign  now  than 
there  was  list  year— at  least,  if  there  be 
one,  no  evi  lence  of  it  is  visible  in  the 
niovemenls  o[  the  army.  A  few  more 
ini:ilaki's  ami  Spain's  position  in  Cuba  will 
be  untenable.

COFFEE  IN  CANADA

]jeing  at  present  on  a  visit  to  Canada  I 
have  been  surprised  at  the  small  consump- 
tion of  colicc.  In  your  issue  of  tH\\  ult. 
you  publish  the  enclosed  paragraph,  giving 
the  statistics  of  the  importation  of  tea,  cof- 
fee and  sugar,  for  the  past  year,  by  this 
colony,  and  I  diink,  if  you  compare  the 
ligures  of  the  first  two  articles,  the  reason 
becomes  apparent,  and  might  with  advan- 
tage be  brought  before  the  notice  of  the 
authorities  in  Ihazil,  who  are  at  present  so 
anxious,  by  various  propaganda,  to  encour- 
age and  create  markets  for  their  ever  in- 
<;reasing  production  of  the  bean. 

Your  figures  give  an  importation  of  tea 
of  20,610,733  lbs.  paying  a  duty  of  .'?fi,r32, 
against  3,433470  lbs.  of  coffee,  the  duly  on 
which  amoumed  to  §7,464;  or  a  duty  on 
the  Lidxilian  product  of  .3067  per  lb. 
against  only  .0297  per  lb.  on  the  tea,  and 
say  a  relative  consumption  per  head  of  the 
population  of  litis   colony,    which  exceeds 


Theaccounts  of  Father  Mathew's  mission  from 
1S.18  ti>  1S43  read  like  n  fable.  He  made  teetotal- 
ers as  the  great  powers  make  soldiers,  by  the  mil. 
lion,_  only  much  faster;  and  if  there  had  been  any 
staying  power  in  the  business,  the  liquor  rpicslion 
would  have  iieen  settleii  out  of  hand.  Wherever 
he  went,  a  veritable  fury  of  sacrifice  uppeais  to 
have  si-izeil  ihe  people  of  Ireland,  thouj>li  the  es.

said  ti>  have  administered  30,000  jileiigcs  in  one 
day  at  Cliinmel,  and  from  100,000  to  150,000  in 
two  (lays  at  J.imeiick.  Unless  pledges  were  lakcn 
by  ncclamatton  it  would  be  physically  impossible 
lo  administer  one-quarter  the  number  slalel. 

In  1S40  he  is  said  to  have  added  748,000  to  the 
ranks,  oi  an  average  of  over  3,000  |ier  ilieni  lor 
every  ilay  in  the  year,  mid  by  1S41  the  number  o( 
lolal  ahstaiiicis  in  Ireland  was  reckmieil  at  4,647,- 
000,  or  considerjtlily  more  than  the  enthe  adult 
,  .ulaiimi.  Any  one  may  believe  it  who  likes  ; 
but  wliatevcr  the  exact  truth  may  be,  it  is  certain 
tliat  this  homely  village  priest  did  for  a  lime  meet 
with  a  success  beside  whicli  the  united  cffurts  oL  all 
Ihe  other  advocates  nf  leiufieraiice,  before  and  nfirr 
liim,  fade  into  insignificance.  In  three  years  lie 
actually  reduced  the  i:onsuniplion  nf  spirits  in 
Iielaiul  from  10,815,000  gallons  lo  5.200,000  pid. 
Ions,  and  piactieidly  .ibolisbed  ibunkenness.  An 
elderly  lady  described  to  me  llieoiber  diiy  how  she 
trayclcii  ihrongh  Ireland  about  thai  time  witliout 
sveiiiL;  a  single  drunken  man,  and  hnw  Mnkini; 
was  tlie  conirast  between  ihe  perfect  snl,iit:i.v  i-f 
Cnih  ;ind  the  rolling  inioxication  of  lirislol,  which 
met  her  eyes  on  laiubiig. 

^  Father  Mathew's  statue  stands  to-day  in  Patrick 
Street,  but  his  iace  is  happily  turned  toward  tlic 
bridge,  so  Ihnt  lie  cannot  see  Ihe  numerous  liqnor 
shops  which  now  adorn  that  noble  1l10rou5.l1  fare. 
His  mission  was  a  dash  in  the  jian,  a  sudden  out- 
burst  of  Cehic  zeal,  which  burned  Ion  fiercely  to 
last,  and  already  the  reaction  set  in  when  his  back 
was  turned  in  1S43. 


An  official  report  recently  puhlislied  gives  a  his- 
tory of  t'le  expeiimeiUs  and  shows  what  ihc  results 
have  been.  Cream  was  first  inoculated  with  pure 
cultures  of  ihis  Bacillus  No.  41  in  one  of  the  Con. 
necticut  creameries  more  than  I  wo  years  afjo. 
Since  that  time  tlie  nieibod  Ims  been  em|iloyed  in 
more  than  sixly  cieamedes  in  Onmeciicut,  Penn- 
sylvania, Iowa,  and  other  stales.  All  of  these— 
With  one  exceplioii,  where  the  fnibne  was  due  lo 
lack  of  care  and  cleanimess— report  a  decided  im- 
provement of  the  quality  of  the  Iniiier  made  from 
innculaled  cream,  Tlie  government's  "Experi- 
ment Station  Record,"  published  a  few  weeks  ago, 
quoled  the  following  (roni  a  report  as  to  the  value 
of  Ihe  discovery:  "So  uniform  have  been  the 
results  of  the  use  of  this  organism  that  it  must 
now  be  regafded  as  beyond  the  reach  of  experi- 
mentation,  and  HncilliK  No.  41  takes  its  rank  as  a 
species  of  orgnniam  ihe  artificial  use  of  which  in 
die  lipening  of  cream  will  produce  a  sinking  im- 
provement in  the  flavor  o(  the  butter."  The  lunc- 
lion  of  this  bacterium  appears  lo  be  not  to  "sour" 
the  cream— thai  change  is  caused  by  other  similar 
ori^anisms  which  manufacture  an  acid,  .and  which 
have  been  the  subjects  ol  experiment— but  to  add 
■A  delicate  aroma  and  flavor.  We  suppose  that  the 
organism  in  question  is  one  of  a  considerable  num- 
ber which  are  usually  present  in  cream,  and  tiiat 
die  moculation  of  cream  with  culiures  of  it  intensi- 
lies  ihe  influence  which  it  ordinarily  cKcrts  in  asso- 
sncialmn  willi  other  bacteria.— M  K  Tums, 
bme  17.

UTILIZING  A  FKIES'DL  Y  BACILLUS. 

During  the  lasl  few  years  public  attention  has 
been  directed  by  the  development  of  hacleriolo^ical 
science  to  ihose  minule  organisms  (called  bacteria) 
which  cause  disease  rather  than  to  those  of  the 
same  class  which  are  henellcial  in  their  action 
Tlie  number  of  the  disease-producing  bacteria  is 
comparatively  small,  the  list  includiug  Ihe  ch.irac. 
lenstic  germs  of  lyphold  fever,  tuberculosis,  cho- 
lera, diphtheria,  and  certain  other  iufeclions 
maladies.  On  the  other  hand,  the  number  of 
harmless  or  beneficent  bacteria  or  similar  organisms 
IS  large.  It  was  to  be  expected  that  attempts  to 
defend  manhind  against  the  harmful  activity  of  the

The    incrc-iiiig    frequency    of   suicije 
lately  should  be  promptly  met  by  a  general 
and  vigorous  condemnation   by  every  organ 
of  public    O|iiiiion.     Tllere    is   unliappiiy  a 
widespread    tendency  to  raalie  a  celebrity, 
or  a  hero  of  the  suicide.     All  the  pattic- 
ulars  of  the  incident,  especially  if  il  is  the 
result  of  some  romance,   are  given  in   tile 
papers,  and  the  "courage"  of  the  suicide  is 
made  to  stand  out  in  the  strongest  light. 
It  is  simply  a   theatrical  exit  from    a  life 
which  bears  heavily  on  the  majority,  and  it 
is  therefore  made  familiar  and  attractive  for 
the  many  who   have  any   inclination  that 
way.     Not  long   since  oue  of  the  leading 
joui'nals  of  this  cily  even  cotntiiended  tlie 
spirit  and  courage  of  a  passionate    unreflec- 
live  boy  who  committed  suicide  after  havin- 
committed  a  crime,    and    for  the  simpll 
reason  that  he  could  not  submit  to  the  dis- 
grace of  arrest.     Numerous  other  cases  arise 
from  losses  in   business,  inability  to  find 
employment,  or  dilliculty  in  maintaining  a 
desired  social  position,  and  for  these  also  the 
newspaper  has  much  too  often  a  word  of 
excuse  or  praise.     All   this,  we  submit   is 
mischievous    and    wrong,      in    the   great 
iriajority  of  cases,   the  suicide  is  either  1 
contemptible  coward,  or  a  no  less  contempt- 
ible egotist  who   barters    his     lifi;    for    j 
transient    notoriety.       I'or    the   man    who 
takes  Ins  life  simply  because  he    has   no 
work,  or  can  not  support  his  family,  or  can 
not   maintain   a    certain    social    position 
cowardice  is  really  too  mild  a  characteriza- 
tion.   The  world  is  wide  and  there  is  work 
n  It  lor  every  determined  man,  woman  and 
child,  who  may  not  be  handicapped     by 
physical  incapacity.    Greater  cowardice  can 
not  he  found  than  that  of  the  man  who 
lakes  Ins  Itfe  because  he  can  not  support 
himself,    and   nothing   meaner  and    more 
cowardly  could  possibly  be  found  than  the 
suicide  of  a  man  who  can  not  support  wife 
and  children,  or  olher  dependent  ones      If 
there  is  punishment  after   death,   such   a 
miscreaiii  should  receive  the  worst  of  it   for 
he  abandons  those  weaker  than  himself  to 
the  hardships  and  distresses  ofa  life  which 
he  does  not  care  to  face  himself.     There  is 
nothing  noble,  nor  even  excusable  in  such 
an  act     It  is  selfish,  cowardly  and  ignoble 
to  the  last  degree.     No  man  worthy  of  the 
name  would  ever  ihtnk  of  such  a  thing  as 
ongas  he  possessed  health,  hands  and  iiTtel- 
hgence.    As  lor  the  romantic  sucides  thev 
are  equally  cowardly  and  infinitely  silll'      It 
■s  dillicult  the  imagine  a  man  or  woman 
doing  such  a  thing  while  in  the  possession 
ofa  healthy  mind  and  an  average  amount  of 
111  elhgence.  There  maybe  rare  cases  where 
self  destruction  is  unselfish  and  defensible 
but  they  are  very  rare  indeed.    The  iireat 
majority  of  us  have  our  duties  and  our 
obligations  very  plainly  marked  out  before 
us    and   we  have  no  possible  e.tcuse  for 
Shirking.    And    most  certainly  we    have 
no  warrant  to  find  excuses  for  others 


The  debates  last  week  on  the  "tribunal 
of  accounts"  ought  to  ;have  elicited  a  fuller 
discussion  of  that  most  important  of  all 
administrative  queslions-the  need  of  an 
etiective  check  on    expenditures.      If  we

ed  merely  for  sinecures.  11  it  is  (IcsigncJ 
as  sucli  a  bnanl  ol  aiulit,  tiien  ilie  cl.iiin  nl' 
ceit.un  deputies  that  it  should  not  opixis^^ 
the  government,  or  liiat  it  should  be  in  ih- 
froveriiinenl's  confidence,  is  worse  than 
absurd.  Sucli  a  iribunal  would  be  W'HS' 
ihan  useless.  If  the  tribunal  is  designed  in 
verify  all  accounts,  then  it  must  have  ihe 
power  not  only  to  approve  those  aulhoiizcJ, 
but  also  to  reject  those  unaiuhorized.  ThL' 
one  faculty  implies  the  existence  of  the  nihi-r, 
anil  both  tOL;;ether  imply  independence  uf 
action  and  authority.  A  tribunal  wliicli 
can  not  throw  out  an  illef>;al  account  vvdiiM 
be  supremely  ridiculuus.  InsLeiid  ol  reduc- 
ing' the  tribunal  of  accoiinis  to  so  con- 
temptible a  role  as  that  of  executhig  the 
orders  of  the  President  and  his  cabinet; 
congress  should  undertake  to  extentl  and 
Strengthen  its  powers,  and  to  expressly  for- 
bid alt  administrative  oflicials  from  spendin-^' 
the  public  funds  without  an  express  autlior- 
ization.  In  the  United  States,  which  the 
Brazilian  republicans  pretend  in  copy,  therii^ 
restrictions  are  unequivocal.  Not  only  i^ 
the  government  forbidden  to  pay  out  public 
monC)'  without  an  express  appropriation, 
hut  the  anditois  in  tlTe  treasury  department 
have  the  authority  to  pass  upon  the  legahly 
of  chiims  under  an  appropriation  and  to 
reject  those  whicli  are  not  in  order.  The 
recent  refusal  of  an  auditor  to  pay  subsidies 
to  the  sugar  planters,  even  under  a  congres- 
sional appropriation,  on  the  ground  of 
unconstitutioiialiLy,  is  an  extreme  example. 
What  Urazil  most  needs  just  now  are  restric- 
tions upon  congress  anc]  the  executive  in  the 
matter  of  expenditures,  and  the  first  of  these 
should  be  an  explicit  prohibition  on  spend- 
ing money  without  a  defniite  appropriation. 
The  general  authorization  to  open  crediis 
for  unforeseen  and  extraordinary  purposes 
should  be  suppressed,  for  it  his  been  tlie 
source  ol  innumerable  abuses.  The  Pres- 
ident is  constantly  opening  special  and  ex- 
traordinary credits,  even  when  congress  is  in 
session,  and  is  thus  largely  augmenting  tin; 
expenditures  outside  the  budget.  It  is  con- 
trary to  lii«  simplest,  corninon-sense  rules 
of  administration  that  sucli  practices  should 
continue.  In  llie  first  place,  congress  should 
do  its  proper  work  tiioioughly  and  provide 
funds  for  all  legitimate  piir[>oses,  and  then, 
in  tlie  second  place,  the  executive  should 
see  tliat  the  funds  j)rovided  are  expended 
properly — and  nothing  more.  The  exercise 
of  discretionary  powers,  on  either  side,  is 
denioializing  and  unsonnd  in  evpry  partic- 
ular, and  to  olfectively  restrict  it  we  need 
tiie  inde|iciulcnt  checks  which  are  supplied 
by  the  supreme  court  and  tribunal  of 
accounts. 


Our  Ameiican  visiiois  will  permit  ns  to 
observe  that  they  belong,  to  a  race  which 
has  achieved  some  of  the  most  remarkable 
commercial  and  colonizing  triumphs  of 
which  we  have  any  record.  English  col- 
onies and  English  commercial  enterprise 
are  to  be  found  in  every  part  of  the  world. 
These  have  been  the  principal  civilizing 
influences  of  the  present  century,  and  their 
results  are  to  he  found  not  only  in  the 
development  of  new  countries,  but  to  a 
great  extent  also  among  the  older  n.itions 
of  the  world.  India,  Australia,  .South 
Africa  and  other  possessions  of  the  British 
crown  are  not  the  only  witnesses  of  the 
genius  of  the  Kngli.sh  race  in  colonization 
and  administration,  for  the  United  States  is 
a  most  conspicuous  example  among  the 
younger  nations,  and  Egypt  among  the 
older.  For  all  practical  purposes,  the 
United  States  must  he  considered  an  inte- 
gral part  of  the  progress  and  triumphs  of 
the  English  race,  and  an  exponent  of 
English  ideas,  and  we  are  to-day  witnessing 
tlie  extension  of  those  same  civilising  in- 
fluences to  Mexico  through  American 
channels.  Although  the  United  States  is 
an  independent  nation,  the  race  instinct  is 
the  same  and  will  continue  to  work  out  the 
same  results.  It  will  be  advantageous, 
therefore,  to  call  tlie  attention  of  our  visi- 
tors to  the  circumstance  that  the  triumphs 
of  English  commerce  thus  far  have  been 
derived  chiefly  from  individual  initiative, 
enterprise  and  perseverence.  The  govern- 
ment may  ha^'e  aided  and  encouraged  in 
various  wavs,  and  may  have  been  always 
solicitous  in  protecting  commercial  ven- 
tures, but  the  fact  still  remains  that  the 
initiative  has  almost  invariably  been  with 
the  private  individual.  He  has  "embarked 
liis  capital,  risked  his  life  and  devoted  time, 
intellect  and  strength  to  tlie  furtherance  of 
his  ventures,  even  far  beyond  the  limits 
within  which  his  own  country  could  efifec- 


tivety  iiccord  protection,  and  the  result  has 
bei'ii  and  still  is  that  Ilia  is  the  controlling 
inlluence  everywhere.  The  lesson  to  be 
drawn  (runi  this  is  clear.  If  the  Americans 
wish  10  extend  their  coinnu'rcial  inlluence 
ns  a  nation,  ilu'y  sliouhl  continue  to  employ 
the  sanie  nuilinds  and  ideas  which  have 
won  so  i-cmaikahli;  a  success  fur  the  race  to 
which  they  bel.mg,  Thev  should  not 
depend  on  reciprocity  treaties,  nor  on 
national  sltMin>hip  lines,  nor  tui  hanks,  nor 
on  stihsidies,  nor  on  xwy  other  special  or 
exclii.-ive  favor.  They  sliouhl  simply  enter 
the  iiclil  as  merchants  with  the  purpose  ol 
risking  their  money  and'  working  lor  the 
nlijects  in  view.  lialf  a  century  ago  there 
were  a  number  of  proniinenL  enteipri.siir, 
.\nierican  lionses  on  this  coast  and  Amer- 
ican goods  were  found  everywhere.  More 
than  that,  the  Ameiican  flag  was  seen  in 
every  port,  for  the  American  merchant 
marine  was  then  among  the  foremnst.  Now 
we  have  an  occasional  "drummer''  who 
solicits  orders  for  goods  to  he  delivered 
three,  four  or  even  six  months  hence,  and  a 
few  commission  houses  witliout  capital  and 
selling  principally  from  samples.  And, 
owing  to  the  interference  of  mischievous 
legislation,  the  American  flag  has  rimost 
disappeared  in  the  carrying  trade,  Within 
the  last  few  years  we  have  known  many 
cases  where  Americans  have  proposed  to 
open  business  houses  liere  and  have  maile 
large  promises  of  what  they  intended  to  do, 
but  they  have  invariably  succumbed  under 
die  import  duties  levied  on  their  first  con- 
signment of  samples  and  merchandise. 
In  several  cases  we  have  known  them  to 
sacrifice  the  goods  in  order  to  pay  the 
duties  levied  on  them.  This,  we  submit, 
is  not  serious  business;  it  is  not  in  accor- 
dance with  the  traditions  of  the  English 
race.  II  the  Americans  want  a  fair  share  0.' 
this  South  American  trade,  they  must  make 
a  bnsincss-like  elTort  to  gain  it,  and  then  to 
bald  it.  Tliey  must  establish  their  own 
houses  and  risk  capital  and  personal  effort 
in  the  quest.  If  tke  trade  is  worth  having, 
it  is  surely  worth  their  personal  superinten- 
dence. In  this  city  to-day,  nearly  all  the 
American  manufacturers  and  merclianis 
who  are  competing  for  a  share  in  this  trade, 
are  represented  by  foreign  agents.  It  may 
be  that  such  agents  accompli'di  just  as 
much,  perhaps  more,  as  would  Americans 
themselves,  but  it  illustrates,  however,  ex- 
actly liow  they  are  trying  to  do  the  work. 
They  want  the  busine'ss,  or  its  profits,  but 
they  are  using  neither  capital  nor  personal 
effort  to  gain  it.  All  this  is  entirely  wrong, 
and  we  shall  be  glad  to  liave  our  visitors 
consider  our  reasons  for  it.  We  are  con- 
fident that  American  manufacturers  and 
niercliants  can  gain  a  large  and  profitable 
share  in  this  trade,  but  to  do  so  they  must 
work  lor  it  in  a  legitimate  and  intelligent 
way.  As  we  have  said,  they  have  no  need 
o(  subsidii;ed  steamship  lines,  nor  banks, 
nor  reciprocity  treaties,  nor  political  favors 
of  any  description.  They  need  to  use 
nothing  more  than  their  own  brains,  hands 
and  capital.

Floriniui  I'eixoto  and  ilie  honor  of  Col.  Moreii  a 
Cexar.  Ife  accordingly  moved  lo  request  the 
govcmioent  to  inquire  into  the  historical  value  ol 
thetelegiam  relating  to  those  murders.  Senator 
Ramiro"  liarcelhis  opposed  (he  rrntion  a.ssertitig 
thai  the  teletjram  is  a  forgery.

Senator  Moraes 
liarios  aho  opposed  the  motion  and  censured 
IJaiao  do  Ladaiio  for  making  use  of  n  doc  ment 
which  hail  evidently  heen  obtained  by  surreptitious 
and  criminal  means  from  Marshal  Floriano  Pei- 
xoto's  nrchives.  lie  maintained  that  the  minister 
o(  foreign  affairs  had  done  right  in  ohtainingan 
authentic  copy  o(  Senator  Vicente  Macliado's  tele- 
gram, since  the  first  copy,  which  the  spe  ';er  liim- 
aelf  had  caused  to  be  puhli'ihed,  had  been  declared 
by  the  senator  for  PnranA  to  be  apocryphal.  Sen- 
ator Viceiile  Macliado  look  the  floor  and  once 
more  declared  that  lie  had  never  sent  such  a  tel- 
egram.

The  ministers  of  for- 
eitjn  ad'^irs,  fmnnce,  justice  and  industry,  the  chief- 
of-police,  delegate  Carijd  and  Ur,  Uodiigo  Octavio 
were  also  present.

Stan,  have  been  declined.  At  a  recent  meeiing  ot 
what  remains  of  the  faculty  of  that  school,  amo- 
tion was  presented  against  the  proceeding  of  the 
goveinmentin  suspending  16  professors.  Three 
professors  voted  for  it  and  two  (Drs.  Maiaand 
Ennes  de  Souza— Ihe  latter  a  public  official]  against 
it.  The  director  voted  with  llie  last  two,  making 
a  ti?,  and  then  declaied  the  motion  lost. 

■—Ihe  Jonu! -h  C.'/it!iierdo  in  iis  issue  of  last 
Wednesday  says  ihat  a  naval  olhcer  of  high  rank 
is  makmg  investigations  on  one  of  the  islands  of 
this  harbor  for  '.he  purpose  of  discovering  what  has 
become  of  :S6  marines  whose  disappearance  has 
never  been  explained.  We  presume  that  the  ma- 
rines to  which  ihii  item  refers  are  those  who  are 
said  l"  have  been  murdered  by  order  of  the  guv- 
emmenl  of  Maislia'.  Floriano  Pcixoto. 

— It  i^  worihy  of  ncie  that  the  commission  ap. 
pointed  by  the  acf,:-.;;  inspector  to  inquire  into  the 
reported  practice  o[  feding  "pools''  in  the  custom- 
hoase  on  i*(V/iv','-,  is  preparing  an  elaborate  report. 
We  anticipate  all  unions  to  Greece  and  Rome, 
France  under  the  empire,  the  equality  of  man  and 
the  grandeur  of  Brazil,  the  imniotaluy  of  gambling, 
the  dedication  and  iniegrity  of  ihe  public  employe, 
and  then— nothing  about  the  ^iV.'i.^c. 

—The  contractor  (or  erecting  the  new  fever 
ward  of  the  Strangers'  Hospital,  Mr.  E.  Sissenere. 
inlornii  us  that  his  work  on  the  building  was  fin- 
ished on  the  Sth  insi.  The  painlers  and  plumbers 
are  now  at  work  en  ;he  building,  and  it  is  expect- 
ed that  it  will  le  pr,?ctically  finished  in  a  few 
weeks  more.  I^nnie  details  still  remain  nfinished, 
such  as  ihe  covered  passages,  grading,  etc.,  but 
ihese  will  all  le  in  order  long  before  tlie  building 
is  required. 

—  On  Sunday  a  ccn.-icierable  r,umber  of  flower- 
sellers  were  arrested  anJ  fined  10$  each  by  the 
pclce  for  selling  blowers  in  the  street,  although 
they  have  municipal  licences  to  do  so.  The  ac- 
tivity of  the  police  is  certainty  most  phenomenally 
misdirected.  The  =!ree's  are  overrun  with  beg- 
gars and  lottery.ticket  sellerF,  but  are  prohibited 
to  30  clean  and  wr,r!hy  a  traffic  as  that  of  selling 
lowers  '.  TV.e  fine?  h-ve  since  been  relurne.)  and 
tlie  police  fjnctior.ary  reproved. 


—  riie  Ji'//i.il  Jo  Comi/ieycio  nf  the  33rd  says  iliat 
the  teaching  staff  o(  the  Polytechnic  is  nearly  read) 
lor  work,  some  of  the  professors  and  sub-tiluies 
being  willing  to  give  double  time  during  the  ex- 
aminations. Several  of  the  appointees  have  accept- 
ed, and  also  some  of  the  professors  will  lake  cliarge 
of  classes  outside  their  specialties. 

-As  anticipated,  the  Pasteur,  or  Pastor  zarzuela 
company  which  arrived  here  last  week  was  not 
■otdially  received,  The  artists  were  insulted  and 
hissed  in  tlie  streets  and  the  atiitndeol  the  [lUldic 
was  so  hostile  that  the  emptezurio  decided  to  send 
Ihem  hack  to  liue  nos  Aires  at  once.  The  incident 
is  not  a  crediiabic  one,  for  the  empraario  mvS. 
artiilsare  made  to  yufler  insult  and  loss  fir  tiie 
oflence  of  a  manager.  The  justice  of  the  mollis 
nut  always  discriminating,   however. 

—The  distiict  jud^e  in  this  ciiy  gave  a  decision 
yesterday  in  the  action  brought  by  various  naval 
(ifliceis  .ig^inst  the  cyiislitutimiality  of  the  amnesty 
law  iNo.  310)  of  last  year.  He  declares  ihe  law 
unconsiiiution  al  and  condemns  ihe  govetnmi;ni  to 
a  recognition  of  the  full  rights  of  the  amntstied 
officers  incluiiiiig  pay,  etc.  It  will  be  remembered 
that  tliia  law  granted  amnesty,  but  mnde  it  efleciive 
imly  on  the  termination  of  two  years  and  at  ihe 
I'ltsident's  diicretion.  Glyceiio  *vas  the  autlmr 
ijf  the  law. 

—We  have  seen  no  one  weeping  over  it,  hut  it 
should  be  said,  perhaps,  that  the  jacobin  organ 
OA'acionalh  no  more.  It  cfjuldn't  get  support 
enough  to  pay  the  expense  of  waging  war  on  all 
that  is  decent  and  conservative  in  the  country, 
conse([uenlly  it  had  to  .suspend.  We  do  not  know 
thai  its  editor  and  his  coniribuiors  100k  the  lesson 
to  liearl,  but  we  trust  that  ihey  are  now  not  wholly 
ignorant  of  the  fact  that  it  d'les  not  pay  to  lun  a 
sheet  for  the  contemptible  purposes  to  which  the 
Naeional  was  devoted.

—In  accordance  with  a  decision  from  one  of  the 
local  courts,  to  the  effect  that  the  action  of  the  gov- 
ernment in  suspending  the  I'olyleclinic  professors 
was  illegal,  the  said  professors  were  yesterday  rein- 
staled  by  an  official  of  justice.  The  fncully  and 
two  students  gave  vivas,  whereupon  the  students 
set  upon  Iheir  two  comrades  and  clubbed  them. 
The  director  of  the  school,  who  had  declined  to 
recognize  the  order  of  ihe  court,  thereupon  urged 
the  students  to  be  calm.  It  is  not  said  that  there 
were  tears  in  his  eyes,  or  that  he  droppeii  on  his 
knees,  hut  his  weakness  might  warrant  such  a 
conclusion. 

— According  to  a  Saturday's  telegram  the  "free 
silvei"  men  at  St.  Louis  have  accepted  Hryan's 
candidacy  tor  the  presidency  of  the  United  States. 
From  an  enchange  we  gather  that  liryan  is  a  resi- 
dent of  Nebraska,  ihough  a  native  of  Illincis,and  is 
comparatively  unknown  in  political  life.  lie  is  36 
years  of  age,  has  served  one  or  two  terms  in  the 
lower  house,  is  a  lawyer  by  profession,  and  derives 
his  popularity  from  oiatoiical  gifis  raiherthan  from 
servicts  or  sound  judgnieni.  His  nomination  at 
Chicago  was  secnreil  through  a  fiery  denuncialioi 
oi  the  gold  standard  men.  He  is  a  ilangerou; 
<lemagoguii,  and  his  election  would  he  jull  of 
danger  to  llic  beat  inicresis  of  the  countiy. 

—The  Jonial  do  ^riisiV  published  a  Iciter  a  few- 
days  ago  in  regard  to  a  visit  of  a  Paiz  editor  to  the 
insane  asylum.  He  went  by  invitation  from  the 
director,  who  had  everything  in  order  for  his 
inspection— doors  washed,  doors  cleaned,  brasses 
polished,  clean  mattresses  and  sheets  provided, 
and  the  palienls  cleaned  and  dressed  for  inspection. 
It  was  truly  inspiiing  lo  see  how  clean  and  well 
inanaued  the  in>titutiiin  could  he  made,  but  unhap- 
pily it  was  done  merely  10  deceive,  Under  the 
clean  sheets  and  good  mattresses  were  t'lltliy  mat- 
tresses, and  in  all  the  dark  corners  were  accumu- 
lations that  would  hardly  deserve  conipHmenis 
even  fiom  the  Paiz. 

—There  ha^  circulated  a  refsrt  that  the  board  of 
directors  of  the  Gas  Company  gave  lo  its  repre- 
senla'.ive  in  ihis  city  Visconde  de  Ouahy,  the  sum 
of  1,000,000  francs  for  bribing  various  Brazilian 
otTicials,  including  the  minister  of  industry.  On 
la,-t  Wednesday  Dr.  Jayme  ISenevolo,  inspector 
general  of  illumination,  wrole  xn  Visconde  dc 
Guahy,  informing  him  of  the  repoit  and  demanding 
an  answer  in  order  that  he  might  discover  the 
slanderers.  On  the  following  day  Visconde  de 
Guahy  replied  that  he  protested  agajns  t  the  idea  of 
attributing  to  him  the  intention  of  bribing  public 
functionaries  of  his  country.  Whether  this  reply 
will  enable  Dr.  Jayme  Benevolo  to  discover  the 
slanderers  we  are  unable  to  say.

Business  Notes 

— The  slate  telegraph  lines,  according  to  the 
last  report,  have  an  aggregate  extension  of  35,234,. 
606  metres. 

—A  nolice  in  to-day's  Jornal  announces  ihat 
the  steamer  Jupiter  which  went  on  llie  rocks  at 
llie  Santa  Caiharina  bar  some  six  monihs  ago,  has 
been  successfully  floated. 

—Several  merchants  in  this  city  have  obtained 
from  the  courts  injunctions  against  ihe  laxes  ille- 
gaily  collected  hy  the  state  government  of  Minas 
Geraes  on  merchandise  shipped  to  that  slate. 

—The  business  man  who  refuses  to  advertise 
when  limes  are  dull,  forgets  that  there  is  some 
business  obtainable  even  in  the  dullest  o(  limes. 
And  il  is  the  energetic,  pushing  man  who  gets  it. 

— Economy  is  certainly  a  praiseworthy  thing, 
but  should  it  be  carried  to  the  extreme  of  dividing 
a  coik  diagonally  wiih  a  dull  knife  so  that  it  can  be 
made  to  serve  as  two  corks  and  give  you  the  bene- 
fit of  some  cork  crumbs  besides  ?  It  is  possible  lo 
carry  a  ^ood  thing  too  far. 

—Although  the  Dumont  plantation  is  the  most 
important  in  S.  Paulo  from  thi  value  of  its  improve- 
ments and  annual  produciion,  that  of  Palmeiras 
in  the  municipal  district  ot  Barretos  is  the  largest, 
being  nearly  40  miles  long  and  30  wide  in  the 
longest  and  wiliest  parts  and  containing  over 
300,000  acres  of  land. 

—Deputy  Medeiros  e  .\lbuquerque  will  never 
he  celebrated  for  his  lack  of  originaliiv.  In  asking 
for  a  reorganization  of  the  "tribunal  of  accounts"  — 
an  auditing  board  created  to  prevent  unauthorized 
expenditures— he  accuses  it  o(  being  hostile  to  the 
government,  and  says  that  its  members  should 
have  the  confidence  of  the  government.  Such  a 
"tribunal"  would  be  of  immense  benefit  in  pre- 
venting illegal  expenditures,  surely  ! 
■  —We  hear  that  the  Western  and  Brazilian  Co. 
has  applied  for  permission  to  touch  at  Victoria  in 
accordance  with  the  terms  of  ihat  company's  con. 
cession.  The  business  of  Victoria  is  growing  so 
rapidly  that  cable  connection  has  become  a  neces- 
sity. The  recent  grant  of  a  lelephone  concession 
will  not  meet  the  requirement,  particularly  as  it 
can  hardly  be  considered  a  serious  commercial  un- 
dertaking. The  Western  and  Brazilian  Co.  has 
a  right  to  land  its  cable  there  and  can  do  it  at  small 
expense  and  in  a  very  short  time. 

—For  the  year  ended  February  2S  the  directors 
of  the  Si.  John  del  Key  Mining  Company  report 
5S,S6S  tons  were  crushed  for  a  yield  of  38,189  oz,, 
tiie  low  yield  being  doe  to  a  large  percentage  of 
gold  remaining  unfreed.  This  evil,  however,  will 
be  remedied  in  future  by  means  of  a  new  process, 
when  the  returns  should  be  fully  20  per  cent, 
larger.  The  profit  for  the  year,  after  deducting 
London  expenses,  was  ;^35,258,  from  which 
;^23,203  has  to  be  taken  tor  bond  and  other  in- 
terest, ihus  leaving /12, 054.  The  directors  say 
that  they  do  not  regard  ihis  as  any  criterion  of 
future  profits,  as  they  expect  to  crush  nearly  80,000 
tons  in  the  current  year  with  a  considerably  larger 
recovery  of  gold  from  the  ore.— Pinandai  Nrws.

—A  decree  opening  a  special  credit  of  2,200,. 
000$  fur  expenses  incuned  during  the  levoil,  was 
signeil  on  tlic  21st  inst. 

—  "Bonus" lilies,  like  "guias,"  have  now  become 
a  special  branch  of  the  hiokeia^e  business,  judg- 
ing from  announcements  scattered  throughout  the 
city. 

—Counterfeit  notes  have  lately  appeared  in  cir- 
culation at  Para.  It  will  soon  be  necessary  to  re- 
place the  emire  circulalion,  Ut  it  has  become 
thoroughly  vitiated  by  counterleils.
